TIon. John Jay Knox, President 
National Bank of the Republic, 
New York City—Dean Str: I beg to 
acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
of April sth, in which you state that 
you were the author of the act of 1870, 
which subsequently became the law of 
1873, or that part of it which demone- 
tized silver, and ask what I mean by 
referring to that act as the ‘‘crime ot 
1873.” 
An aggravated offense against the 
public welfare, or a great wrong to so- 
ciety, is rightly, I think, classed asa 
public crime; and certainfy an act that 
compasses public robbery can hardly 
be spoken of otherwise than as a crime. 
Such acts may be the result of blun- 
ders, but the acts themselves are 
rightly referred to as crimes. Blun- 
ders are said sometimes to be worse 


than crimes, but without the intent 
they do not, of course, come within 
the legal or technical definition of 
crime. 
The act of 1873 changed the money 
standard of the country from gold and 
silver to gold alone. Every coin debt 
that existed at that time was legally 
and equitably payable according 
to the bi-metallic standard, and 
in coin of either metal. The 
act of 1873, changing the stand- 
ard to gold alone, changed it in 
the intereat of creditor nations and of 
credit holders and against debtors. 
The direct and necessary effect of the 
act demonetizing silver was to increase 
the value of gold, thus making the 
gold standard itself a very different 
standard from the gold standard as it 
existed with silver possessing equal 
mintage rights and legal tender power 
with gold. This increase in the stan- 
dard was made to apply to all debts, 
national, State, municipal and private. 
Now I submit that‘the annals of 
mankind do not afford an exainple of 
greater public wrong and injustice than 
the act demonetizing silver and thus 
changing the standard of value in favor 
of one class and against another. The 
effect bas been the epoliation of one- 
third of the assessable value of all 
property for the benefit of the credit 
holding class. Under this act the 
value of gold has appreciated 50 per 
cent. and prices have fallen 33 per 
cent. 
Now what is the justification of this 
change in the money standard? When 
it took place we had not yet begun to 
pay our vast war debt, a debt created 
mostly by a paper scale far above the 
level of the metals. Under those cir- 
‘cumstances, to change the metallic 
scale, as ordinary people now look upon 
it, was not merely a piece of insan» 
legislation, but gigantic fraud, involv- 
ing the most rank injustice. I have 
elsewhere publicly said that “1 did 
not believe it was in the power of 
human ingenuity, prompted by the 
most malevolent greed, to devise a 
measure involving more wide-spread 
and far-reaching injustice and 
wrong to mankind than the meas- 
ure that demonetized silyer.”’ I see 
no reason to take back or modify this 
statement. If governments may with 
impunity alter money standards where. 
vast interests, rights and equities are 
involved against either creditor or 
debtor, then no rights are secure. In 
my judgment such acts are rightly 
classed as high crimes. So much for 
the characterization of the Act of 
1873.

I have not been disposed to lay the 
blame for this act on yf single Amer- 
ican citizen. Nor do | now believe, 
notwithstanding the claim you put 
forth to this questionable distinction, 
that any man in public life in the 
United States bad any adequate com- 
prehension of the far-reaching and in- 
sidious consequences which have ema- 
nated from this act. I am aware of 
the claim put forth in your reply to 
Mr. Delmar in 1885, and I have here- 
tofore carefully searched the Con- 
gressional Records for all they con- 
tained on the question. I have also 
heard most of our emjneat public men 
talk on the subject. I heard what 
Judge Kelley, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Coin oe roy Be ye

I have, 
however, never charged avy American 
citizen with deliberate intent to com- 
mit a crime by devising or foisting this 
act upon the people, knowing what its 
consequences would be, nor am I able 
to cowpreheud the mora! sense of one 
who comes forward to claim the author- 
ship of such a measure. Would you 
really have understand that you did 
deliberately and purposely devise this 
scheme to change the standard of value 
and at the same time compel ell debtors, 
the public included, to pay debts cre- 
ated on a paper or coin basis, according 
to the increased and constantly increas- 
ing gold standerd, and that, too, when 
the national debt aggregated nearly 
$3,000,000,000? To me, sach an act 
stands 10 tbe same category as piracy 
aud other forms of deliberate spolia- 
tion. 

Nor is the wrong done to debtors the 
only evil wrought by this act. It has 
forced the constant adjustment of all 
industrial operations to an ever appre- 
clating standard of value, producing 
eudless bankruptcies, forcing idleness 
with attending strikes, aud causing 
more and greater wrongs and misery 
than any other cause since the war, if 
not more than the war itself. 

I do not believe you knowing!y de- 
vised any such thing, but wero siinply 
made one of the instruments by which 
this oH was perpetrated. I am, 
therefore, | think, more charitable to 
you than you are to yourself.

In these days of sharp literary compe- 
tition the keenest outlook is required of 
the editorial room, and a good «wan- 
uscript or a bright idea need not search 
long for a market. Well-told stories 
are not so plentiful thateven the most 
nnpromising-looking manuscript can af- 
ford to be overlooked. An author ean 
always feelsure of one point—that if her 
manuscript is returned there is some rea- 
son for it, and the cause is generally not 
very far off or obscure, if search is only 
made for it. Lither the preduction 
lacks merit or the wrong channe] has 
been selected for the material. These 
are generally the two principal reasons. 
There is a world of common sense in 
the remark made by a famous author 
to a young writer who was loudly com- 
plaining of editorial unappreciation: 
‘*‘Don’t waste so much time blaneng the 
editors; devote more to seeing if any 
rests upon you. ’—Ladies’ Home Journal.
